ovember 30th next, in Calgary.

during the same period.) 


Board Makes Decision 


This change was decided upon at a 
meeting of the Central Board of the 
Association held in Calgary last week. 
It will result in the removal of a 
disadvantage under which the _ Asso- 
ciation has been placed for several 
years past, owing to the fact that the 
Convention has been held after the 
Convention of the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture, and almost at the same 
time as the Annual Convention of the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture. 
This has meant that resolutions of the 
U.F.A. Convention could not be 
brought before the delegates ,to the 
Alberta Federation for consideration 
with the resolutions of other member 
bodies, before being passed on to the 
national organization—the C.F.A. In 
there have been times when 
resolutions adopted by the delegates 
to the U.F.A. Convention could not 
be made available in time for proper 
consideration by the national body. 

The holding of the U.F.A. Conven- 
tion at an earlier date this year will 
also prove convenient in that the time 
will peere suitable for the ratification 
by the delegates of the arrangements 
now being made for the separation 
of the U.F.A. Central Co-operative 
Association from the parent body, 
the United Farmers of Alberta. This 
matter was dealt with last week first 
by a meeting of the U.F.A. Executive 
with the Board of the Co-operative, 
to clear the way for action at the 
general meeting of the Directors of 
the U.F.A. which followed. Plans 
for the furtherance of the separation of 
the Co-operative and the parent asso- 
ciation were approved.

OTTAWA.—Representing the Co- 
operative Union of Canada and Le 
onseil Canadien de la Cooperation, 
a delegation met the Federal Cabinet 
recently and urged amendments to 
the Income War Tax Act and the 
National Housing Act. 

Headed by Ralph S. Staples and 
Henri-C. Bois, presidents of the two 
organizations, the group also sought 
enactment of legislation under which

than one Province might incorporate. 
‘‘Widespread dissatisfaction and re- 
sentment’’, said the delegation, had 
been the result of present provisions 
of the Income War Tax Act affecting 
co-operatives. |

gation also complained that failure 
to allow co-operatives to set aside 
necessary reserves on a tax-free basis 
was retarding the development of 
the co-operative movement.

OTTAWA, May 5th.—While full 
details of Canada’s relationship with 
the operation of the European assist- 
ance program have still to be shown 
clearly, it will certainly aid in our 
shipping of exports to Western Europe. 
This was reaffirmed in the review of 
Canada’s foreign affairs by Hon. L. 8. 
St. Laurent, Secretary of State for 
External Affairs, in Parliament. This 
will of course benefit Canadian agri- 
culture, even though it doesn’t mean 
a cure for Canada’s dollar shortage. 
The steps being taken in Western 
Europe to restore its economy have 
of course the greatest possible interest 
to Canadian agriculture. A restored 
and healthy economy means the 
reopening and expansion of our tra- 
ditional markets. 


Hog Slaughterings Increase 37 per cent 
_ The inspected slaughterings of hogs 
in Canada from the beginning of the 
year to April 24th were 1,836,618 
compared with 1,335,001 in the same 
period of 1947, an increase of 37.6 
per cent. The percentage increase 
was about the same for both Eastern 
: The reasons 
assigned for the increase are the short 
feed grain crop of last year,. higher 
prices for these grains, and to some 
extent the earlier holding back of hogs 
awaiting the outcome of negotiations 
of the bacon agreement. 

For a time it seemed as if expected 
farrowings this spring would be: defi- 
nitely down, and it is still not clear 
to what extent breeding plans were 
revised and expanded with the an- 
nouncement of the $7 a cwt. advance 
in the export bacon agreement with 

ritain. During the first three months 
of 1948 bacon exports amounted to 
slightly over 85,000,000 pounds. The 
inspected slaughterings of beef cattle 
from January Ist to April 24th this - 
year wag 18.5 per cent over the last 
rent corresponding period, the figure 

eing 415,128 compared with 350,438. 
The percentage of increase in the 
West was 11.0 and in the East 30.7. 

The slaughterings of sheep, on the 
other hand, are down from 212,483 
to 170,616, a decline of 19.7 per cent. 
Exports of mutton for the first three 
months of the year have been 1,300,000 
Ibs. but from the outlook, there will 
be little or no export of mutton during 
the balance of the year.

H ‘ius is something to think about. 


Twice during the past one 


hundred and fifty years, two ambitious men, Napoleon and 
Hitler, have tried to create a United States of Europe—by 


force, and both failed. 
Cause of Failure 


And what was the cause of failure? 
Itis hardly necessary to go into details, 
and shout of battles won both on land 
and sea. Rather we would like to 
think that it was due to the dogged 
and grim determination of those who 
lived in the Isles of Britain, to have 
nothing whatever to do with dictators 


‘or dictatorship, but on the contrary 


to be willing to co-operate with any 
nation on the distressed ‘continent of 
Europe, to the end that there should 
be Unity, not by war, but by peaceful 
and democratic methods. 

And such unity is now coming to 
pass, in the way which I believe was 
originally intended, not by conquest, 
but rather by co-operation, 

On March 4th of this year 1948— 
and it may long be Renee’ in 
the hearts of mankind—the representa- 
tives of Great Britain, France, and the 
Benelux countries gathered together 
in the courtyard of the Belgian Foreign 
Ministry in Brussels. They came in 
response to the speech of Ernest Bevin, 
the Foreign Secretary of Great Britain, 
calling for a Western European union. 

In just two days’ time, these 
diplomats had produced an agree- 
ment creating a political and economic 
pact, open to all the nations on the 
continent, outside of the totalitarian 
states. . 

Here is an accomplishment in the 
realms of statehood which will go down 
into history, as the turning point in 
the political life of mankind. It is 
as yet too recent for us to realise all 
its implications. I believe that it 
will grow and expand. I believe that 
out of this Union, the Western states 
of Barope will create a customs 
union which will go a long way to 
solving the economic tragedies of 
Europe. I _ believe that Western 
Germany will be given statehood, 
and a place within this new Union. 


Into Sunlight of Co-operation 


Furthermore, I believe that, at 
long last, political and economic man 
has taken a great step forward from 
the darkness of nationalism into the 
sunlight of co-operation. Granted 
that it has been done in the face of 
the forward march of a common 
enemy, and by this 1 do not mean 
a particular nation, but rather the 
poli teal trend of isolationism, which 

as been the great deterrent of nations 
in the past, to the end that the for 


ward march of evolution, has been 
denied. 

And from this denial has sprung 
most of our troubles. With the 
shrinking of the earth’s surface due 
to the coming of rapid transportation 
facilities, the tendency must be toward 
greater co-operation with other na- 
tions. : The small nation is too rigid 
in its economy, and if its people are 
to create a higher staadaed: so livin 
for themselves, 
their boundaries, 
but by union. 


New Conception of Statehood 


The political atmosphere of the 
world today is in a fog. No matter 
in which direction we look, we cannot 
find any gleams of hope, outside of 
this new union. One thing is certain, 
a pattern is emerging which, when 
completed, will bring about an alto- 
gether new concept of statehood 
which will be based upon the bro 
aspects of humanitarianism, and the 
spiritual needs of brotherhood among

ti Idea Based Upon Four Freedoms 

_ There is spiritual depth and thought 
in the idea, and there are spiritual 
values which cannot be denied their 
proper outlet. These values are the 


irthright of every man, and they - 


are based upon the Four Freedoms, 
and only through their application 
to every single soul can mankind 
create the good life he is rightfully 
entitled to on this earth. ' 
But such union can only be achieved 
through co-operation; failing this, the 
darkness will deepen, and the light 
of this civilisation will disappear. 


Two main issues confronted the 
meeting—that of complementary legis- 
lation to enable the Canadian Wheat 
Board to handle all. coarse grains and 


the effect of increased freight rates on 


farm production costs. 

In considering the coarse grain issue 
it was pointed out that Annual Meet- 
ings of farm organizations had asked 
that coarse grains be handled by the 
Canadian Wheat Board. The meeting 
agreed that this decision was still fav- 
ored by our farmers and in view of 
this, the Provincial Government should 
again be approached to implement the 
necessary complementary legislation. 

Saskatchewan has already passed 
such legislation, but the Alberta and 
Manitoba Governments are seeking 
further information before any action 
is taken. In an effort to clarify the 
situation and consolidate farm opinion, 
the Alberta Federation is arranging a 
meeting on an inter-Provincial basis 
of representatives of the three prairie 
Federations and other farm organiza- 
tions, This meeting will be held in 


_ Saskatchewan early in May. 


To acquaint the Provincial Govern- 
ments with the need for uniform action 
on their part in order to bring about 
a Stable policy in relation to coarse 
grain marketing, invitations wil] be ex- 
tended to the Premiers, or their repre- 
sentatives, to be present. Their attend- 
ance will benefit the meeting in the 
clearing up of technical and legal as- 
pects. 

It was also emphasized that the seri- 
ous effect of increased freight rates on 
farm production costs must have a 
prominent place on the agenda of the 
inter-provincial meet. The Executive 
was instructed to gather all available 
information dealing with discrimina- 
tory rates in relation to farm costs 
and to prepare a brief for presentation 


to the Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners, 


Income Tax Committee Meets—The 
first meeting of the recently formed In- 
come Tax Committee was held in Ed- 
monton on April 19th. It was taken up 
mostly with general discussion in 
order that the members could start 
from a common point in trying to re- 
solve some of the difficulties in the 
present tax system. 

Roy C. Marler, who is Chairman of 
the Committee, pointed out that farm- 
ers have been constantly asking for 
simplified return forms, but every 
far has served only 


tax payer. This situation could be due,

Law, who for the past eighteen years 
has been President and General Manager of United 
Grain Growers, Limited, has felt obliged, in response 
to medical advice, to resign from these positions, 
will be most sincerely regretted in the farm move- 
ment and throughout the whole of Western Canada, 
where he is so well known.

His record of service, by reason of its 
combination of solid achievement in two fields— 
that of the building of farmers’ commercial organi- 
zations and that of leadership and administration 
in the realm of public affairs—is a most exceptional 
one. 

Some features of that record are briefly itemized 
elsewhere in this issue. We are tempted to allude 
to a few others which we recall from memory. 

_ We remember the introduction by Mr. Brownlee 
in 1922, when he was Attorney-General, of the first 
debt adjustment measure to be brought before any 
legislative body in North America. That legisla- 
tion, prepared with great care and circumspection 
in order to avoid as far as might be any danger of 
conflict between Provincial and Dominion jurisdic- 
tions, never was challenged in the courts. Its 
fairness was recognized by creditors and debtors 
alike. It was adopted in later years by the other 
Prairie Provinces. In consequence, throughout the 
lean years, our prairie farm people never knew the

evils of ruthless large scale evictions from the farm 
and from the farm home which became common 
across the international border. 

We remember, too, that Mr. Brownlee, in asso- 
ciation with Hon. M. A. MacPherson, who was 
Attorney General of Saskatchewan at the time, 
made the first draft of the Farmers’ Creditors 
Arrangement Act which became law during the 
Prime Ministership of the late R. B. (afterwards 
Viscount) Bennett. 

It is of interest to recall also that when the 
Dominion Royal Commission on Banking and 
Credit, upon which Mr. Brownlee served when -he 
was Premier of the Province, advised the setting 
up of a Central Bank for Canada, he submitted a 
minority report in which he recommended that the 
bank should be publicly owned. Not many years 
passed before the soundness of this recommendation 
was almost universally recognized, and the Bank 
of Canada became publicly owned in its entirety. 

This record, in sum, provides the best of reasons 
in support of the conclusion that, as he assumes the 
special responsibility to which he has been called in 
the business world, Mr. Brownlee’s vision will 
continue to be extended to the whole field of West- — 
ern interests, and especially to those of our agri- 


cultural people. a . 


COLLEAGUES HON OR OSWALD SHORT 


It was our great pleasure and good fortune a 
short time ago to be a guest at the annual banquet 
of the United Milk and Cream Producers’ Associa- 
tion when tribute was paid and a presentation was 
made to Oswald Short of the Calgary district on the 
occasion of his retirement from the office. of secre- 
tary of the Association which he filled with great 
ability for many years. The company honored Mrs.

Farmed in England and Alberta 

Mr. Law is a Devonshire man, a na- 
tive of Plymouth, where, and at Man- 
namaed College, he was educated. He 
farmed in his tive county before 
coming to Canada in 1911, when he 
took up land at Claresholm. Before he 
left England he had been associated 
with the National Agricultural Organ- 
ization there, and he seized an early 
opportunity to join organizations of 
the farm people in Alberta. He was 
drafted into the service of the United 
Grain Growers in 1921. He then moved

Active in the affairs of the Diocese 
of Ruperts Land, Mr. Law is a strong 
churchman. He has been both Rector’s 
and People’s Warden of St. Luke’s 
Church, Winnipeg. For a time he was 
President of the Winnipeg Branch of 
the Royal Society of St. George. Dur- 
ing the war he held office in the Na- 
tional War Finance Committee. He 
was for some time chairman of the 
finance committee of St. John’s Col- 
lege Council.

The New President 

Hon. J. E. Brownlee, K.C., LL.D., was 
born in the rural community of Nor- 
folk County, Ont. He is a graduate of 
the University of Toronto. He studied 
law in Calgary with the late R. B. (Vis- 
count) Bennett and with the late 
James Muir, K.C. and was called to 
the bar in 1912, since when he has been 
associated with United Grain Growers, 
Limited, as legal adviser. He became a 
member of the Board of Directors and 
First Vice-President and General 
Counsel in 1942, and in January, 1948, 
he assumed the duties of General Man- 
ager. 

When in the general Provincial elec- 
tion of 1921 the U.F.A. won an over- 
whelming majority of the seats in the 
Alberta Legislative Assembly, Mr. 
Brownlee, who had not been a candi- 
date, was pressed into service as At- 
torney General by the first Conference 
of Members-elect, who were unani- 
mous in their desire that he should 
accept that office.

Mr. Short, who stressed the great 
part which Mrs. Short had taken in 
the service of the association, while 
freeing him for his own special field, 
said it was no easy matter to tear 
himself away from work which had 
meant so much to him throughout 
the long years. He thanked those 
present for the confidence they had 
shown in him, and said he would 
treasure the gift as long as he should 
live. He recounted some of the major 
episodes in the development of milk 
producers’ organization; contrasting 
the ruinous prices which were received 
before the obtaining of milk control, 
with the much more satisfactory prices 
of today. Steady progress had been 
made. The producers’ case had been 
so well established in each application 
made to the Utilities Board that they 
had succeeded in every case until 
1938, and then the situation was cleared 
up within a few weeks.

think the word in this instance is a 
suitable one, and that the description 
is entirely to Mr. Short’s credit) for 
the organization of the milk producers. 

From how serious a position the 
producers in this area (for example) 
were delivered by these efforts extend- 
ed over a term of years a listing of 
prices in 1933 makes clear. When the 
first inquiry by the Public Utilities 
Commission was made in 1933, the 


base price was $1.50 per hundred, 
but by reason of the large surplus 
the average: was $1.10. Butterfat? 


Special 12 cents per Ib.; churning 
cream 9 cents; sweet cream 20 ‘cents. 


Incidentally, whenever Mr. Short 
gets in reminiscent mood about the 
early days of the milk producers’ 
struggle, he recalls the fact that it 
was a very sympathetic Government 
at Edmonton headed by Premier 
Brownlee that made possible the first 
“breaks” in the” producers’ favor. 


At twelve years of age Mr. Short 
worked in a coal mine at Featherstone, 
Yorkshire, England. His father was 
a leader in the organization of a min- 
ers’ union, in days when miners’ lives 
were wretched and union leadership 
was @ perilous sort of job. The son 
has never forgotten those days, never 
lost sympathy for miners. He thinks 
the fight of the miners and that of 
the farmers for a square deal the same 
kind of fight. He does not believe that 
urban and rural producers should be 
opponents one of another, He believes 
they should be allies,

All Sorts of Children 

As I told you in my last letter, I 
went to hear Dr. Cole to see if I could 
learn anything to pass on to you. I 
think you would have all enjoyed being 
at the meeting. She came from Cali- 
fornia, one of a series of outstanding 
lecturers coming to speak on the sub- 
ject of child care and child training. 
Dr. Cole’s life 'and work had been 
studying all sorts and types of chil- 
dren; juvenile delinquents, compara- 
tive angels’and the normal] ones of 
every day who at times seem such a 
mixture. 

She discussed the two greatest fact- 
ors in the life of young children — the 
home and the school, and showed 
where the same characteristics were 
desirable in,each. Of them, she made 
a comment which we should do well to 
bear in mind: that was the simple re- 
minder that we always take the early 
influence of home and school with us 
through life. 

This gives us- as parents, I think, an 
additional sense of our responsibility. 
As members of society who support 
schools, it does the same and_ it is per- 
haps something that should be stressed 
more often to those who are indiffer- 
ent to the financial support they give 
or the local] interest they could give, 
to make of the schools, something that 
will be a worth-while influence 
throughout the lives of our young 
people.” 

A great essential to have in mind in 
the training of children, said Dr. Cole, 
was to help them to acquire the abil- 
ity to adapt themselves to new condi- 
tions. Today we live in such a chang- 


ing more and more necessary. And 
urther, she stressed that it need be no 
cause for worry when the adolescent 
seems to be growing indifferent to 
parents and to home. It is in a-sense 
but a natural changing, and in a sense 
a compliment — we are all the same 


tne world that adaptability is becom- 


and do not make a fuss over what we 


are sure of; we act in a take-it-for- 
granted manner. That is what the ado- 
lescents do. Much as we might like to, 
it is a mistake to cling to them. They 
must begin to live their life and be 
self-reliant. 
Something To Be Proud Of 
One thing that was necessary in both 
home and school if they were to be the 
factors in the lives of the children 


which they should be, was stressed by 


Dr. Cole. There must be something, in 
each, she said, of which to be proud; 
something the school had or had done 
or a teacher they liked. In the home, it 
must be something about the parents 
or something there — not necessarily a 
something of great intrinsic value. 
Another comment the speaker made; 
perhaps a bit comforting. Parents 
sometimes regret that some character- 
istic or some physical defect is trans- 
mitted to their children. At least there 
is one thing that need not be transmit-

THE WESTERN FARM LEADER 


The Wheat Situation 
By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 


Superintendent of Publicity; 
Alberta Wheat Pool 
LL LL SLT ST TT 
The greatest concern at present is 
the lateness of the seeding season in 
the Prairie Provinces of Western Can- 
ada. Up to the end of April there had 
been no spring weather. The heavy 
snows of February and March caused 
serious flooding conditions and this 
was aggravated by a succession of 
April snowstorms. The land is water- 
logged, and seeding will be dangerous- 
ly late. This spring’s weather has been 
the worst in the memory of the writer, 
who has lived in Alberta since 1910. 

Of course a fine spell of weather 
during the first half of May would rec- 
tify conditions, Farmers would be on 
the land like busy beavers, many of 
them arranging for 24-hour shifts. 
Then a long frost-free period would 
enable the crop to mature in good 
shape. But all these are probabilities. 
No one can read the future. 


Good Crop Badly Needed 

This fact is true—a good grain crop 
in Western Canada is badly needed, 
not only for the welfare of the Domin- 
ion, but for the sake of the people of 
the world. : 

The important winter wheat crop in 
the United States has suffered very 
little damage, and the production esti- 
mate of 861 million bushels, based on 
conditions as at April ist, is 22 million 
bushels higher than the estimate as of 
last December. 

The United States is hoping for an- 
other billion bushel crop, and every 
bushel of it will be needed. That coun- 
try has undertaken to supply 185 mil- 
lion bushels to the wheat importing 
nations, and in addition to that amount 
to provide another 145 million bushels 
for the occupied zones of Germany and 
Austria. 

Europe’s crop prospects continue 
favorable, and authorities state that 
the total grain production on that con- 
tinent this year will surpass last year’s 
output by a large margin, and may ap- 
proach the pre-war average. If such 
turns out td be the case, it will be a 
fortunate thing for Europe and the 
world,

annually for five years, 230,000,000 


bushels of wheat, at prices not to 
exceed $2.00, but with an established 


floor; 

(2) Through the amendment to the 
Canadian Wheat Board Act in March, 
the initial payment to farmers is 
increased by 20 cents a bushel, which 
is retroactive and applies to all wheat 
delivered to the Board since August 
Ist, 1945; 

(3) Provision was made for the 
extension of the Wheat Board’s con- 
trol of interprovincial movements of 
wheat to include whéat products, oats, 
oat products, barley and barley pro- 
ducts, though the implementation of 
this presents certain difficulties which 
it will require some negotiation to 
overcome}. 

(4) The farm labor situation will be 
‘ relieved to some extent by the im- 
pending arrival of 10,000 people from 
the Netherlands and the increased 
allotment of displaced persons from the 
European SArORE. 

’ Disturbing Factors 

In general, however, there are some 
disturbing factors in the farm labor 
outlook. The increases in farm wages 
have made some farmers hesitate about 
contracting for labor, and in some 
cases farmers have laid out their 
operations to the scale that can be 
handled by themselves and _ their 
families. This applies mainly to the 
Province of Ontario. Bush work taken 
up by farm hands during the winter 
months ended a month earlier this 
year than usual. Many of these have 
returned to the farms, but a number 
have entered industries where the 
demand for labor is strong. 

There are selections teams in the 
displaced persons camps in Europe 
who are selecting and ‘screening 
individuals for farm work, who are 
divided into three categories; (a) mar- 
ried couples with or without children; 
(b) single male workers and (d) do- 
mestics to help the farmer's wife. 
These are being brought to Canada in 
co-operation with the International 
Refugee Organization. They will be 


placed on farms through the medium 
of the Dominion-Provincial Farm La- 
bor Committees. Applications for 
help are filed by farmers in employ- 
ment offices. 

In the case of displaced persons 
each will make an agreement to re- 
main in agricultural work for at least 
a year. The minimum wages se. 
forth in these agreements are $45 a 
month plus board for the men and 
$35 plus board for the women. 

The Netherlands farm workers are 
expected to arrive at the rate of about 
1.500 a month during the. summer. 
In Alberta and Manitoba a number 
of displaced persons are being brought 
to meet the demand for workers in the 
sugar beet industry. 

New P.F.R.A. Director 

An appointment of considerable 
interest, which is expected to be an- 
nounced shortly by Hon. J. G: Gardi- 
ner, Minister of Agriculture, s that 
of L. B. Thomson to succeed George 
Spence as Director of P.F.R.A., with 
headquarters at Regina. A few months 
ago Mr. Spence was appointed to the 
International Joint Commission which 
decides issues between the two coun- 
tries. Mr. Thomson jis a native of 
New Zealand, and after coming to 
Canada worked on several Alberta 
ranches, later attending the University 
of Alberta. He has held important 
posts in the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture. P.F.R.A., which started 
at the height of the West drought in 
1934, has spent over $25,000,000 in 
water conservation measures, com- 
munity pastures and general farm 
rehabilitation work in the Western 
Provinces. 


U.G:G. (Continued from page 5) 
tee waited on Premier Greenfield to 
ask Mr. Brownlee’s release from his 
Cabinet duties for two months,in order 
that he might act as one of a commit- 
tee of three (with President H. W. 
Wood and W. J. Jackman of the 


U.F.A.) to organize the Pool quickly to 
handle the 1923 crop. This was agreed 
to and while some early-cut wheat was 
marketed before the Committee could 
complete plans for the acceptance of 
wheat by the Pool, most.of the con- 
tract signers were enabled to deliver 
most of their wheat to the Pool’s ac- 
count that fall. 

Mr. Brownlee was general counsel 
for the Central Selling Agency of the 
three Wheat Pools until 1927, when he 
resigned because his duties then as 
Premier of Alberta (an office he held 
for a decade) did not permit of his 
giving the necessary time. 

On Banking Commission 


In 1933 Mr. Brownlee served on the 
Royal Commission on Banking and 
Currency appointed by the Dominion 
Government and headed by Lord Mac- 
Millan, Its recommendation that Can- 
ada establish a Central Bank was im- 
plemented by legislation in 1934, 

Mr. Brownlee is one of the few per- 
sons to whom Life Membership in the 
United Farmers of Alberta has been 
awarded in recognition of service to 
the movement. He has acted as general 
counsel) for the U.F.A. since 1912, and 
he also acts in this capacity for most 
Alberta farmer co-operatives. He is a 
member of the Calgary Branch of the 
Canadian Institute of International Af- 
fairs, of the Knights of the Round 
Table and of the Calgary Canadian 
Club.
